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THE PENCE CONGRESS, 


ASSKMBLING FOR DISARMAMENT 
OF THE NATIONS. 


Slight Hope That the Original Idea 
Will Havo a Practical Result 
Franknes« of the Germans, 


ns 


The Hague, May 16.—Baron DeStaal 
and the other Russian delegates to the 
International Disarmament 
arrived here Saturday night, being the 
first of the official representatives to 
reach the city. The townspeople, as 
well as the government, have made 
great preparations to fittingly entertain 
their guesta. There has already been a 
great inflax of visitors and all available 
rooms in the hotels and residences have 
been engaged at wreatly advanced 
prices. Quarters for the delegates have 
been engaged for six weeks, indicating 
® unanimous belief that the conference 
will be prolonged, About 120 dele 
gates will be entitled to yote 

Extraordinary precautions have been 
taken to prevent unauthorized persons 
from gaining admission to the Hlais 
Tenbosch, where the sessions of the 
conference will be held. There is a 
general agreement among the diplo 
matic corps at The Hague that Count 
Munster will call the delegates to order 
and will nominate M.D. Beaufort, the 
Datch minister of foreign affairs, as 
honorary president. Baron De Staal 
will then be elected chairman and the 
Russian programme will be produced, 
The few smal! hotels which the capital 
of Holland contains will be proved 
entirely inadequate to accommodate the 
few handred persons who in one capac 
ity or another will attend the confer- 
ence, 

A small army of journalists will 
crowd to the Hague, several leaving 
here on Sunday. The imposition of 
secrecy, however, has made a consider- 
able difference in this respect, more 
than one well known journalist having 
declined the task which could only be 
sucorssfully accomplished by methods 
akin to eavesdropping. 


STANDARD BANK ROBBED. 


Barglars Break Into «a Bank at Bowman- 
ville and Take Over 611,000 Cash. 
Bowmanville, Ont., May 15.—A dar- 
ing bank robbery was perpetrated carly 
Saturday morning, when the Standard 
bank was robbed of over $11,000. 
There were seven or eight men in the 


gang, who thoroughly understood the 
business of safe cracking. 
The building is a brick structure, 


built in 1594, and is equipped with the 


latest and most improved burglar proof | 


appliances. The burglars first went to 
the police office, and seized the night 
watchman, Henry Metcalfe, whom they 
blindfolded, gagged and handcuffed, 
They then, after telling him what they 
proposed doing and threatening to 
shoot him if he did not keep quiet, es- 
corted him over to the bank, which

THE DRESDEN ROBBERY. 


Tt Was Neatly Paeeuted by ihe Mest 


Papert Crooks, 

Toronto, May 14.—Chief [Inspector 
John Wo Murray has) been down in 
Western Ontarie investigating the 
Dresden bank robbery, which he ascer- | 
tained was accomplished by the most 
advanced ty pe of professional burglars. 
The method used was quite scientific, 
and the crooks were evidently pussessed 
of an air pump of very fine dimensions. 
This was applied to the crevice between 
the door and the frame, and all the air 
was pomped out of the safe, Then the 
thieves pumped detonating powder and 
fulminative of mercury into the safe 
and seta fuse. All the crevices in the 
sufe, except at the point at which they 
worked, were playged with soft soap 
so as tO let no air in. 

Falminative of mereury is one of the 
most powerful explosives known and 
will ignite cither by heat or by concus- 
sion., The amount used was very care- 
fully adjusted to the weight of the 
door, and it was then thrown about 
four feet, only the lock being shatter 


led. The door was supposed to be proot 


against the pumplog process, because 
ithad a rmbber lining, but this was 
probably dry and shrunken. Previous 
to blowing the safe the burglars had 
entered the vaglt by very neatly blow- 
Ing away its combination lock. The 
whole job did not take half an hour

Eagle Pass, Texas, May 14.—A tor- 


| nado struck the mining town of Hondo, 


in Sabinas Valley, Mexico, on Wednes- 
day. Lawrence McKinney, a son of 
the mine superintendent, was killed, 
and ten men severely injured. A large 
boarding house, the railroad station, a 
store and bnildings connected with 
the mines were almost demolished. A 
string of freight cars were carried sev- 
eral hundrid yards out on the prairie. 
Eight bodies were recovered, the others 
are supposed to be in the ruins.
